Three years ago, Stephanie Lujokich had world-travel dreams 
but a next-door budget. 

But the 29 -year-old Logan Square resident decided she 
wouldn’t let that prevent her from taking a European trip that in- 
cluded Paris, Rome, Amsterdam and London. Jokich got creative 
and bunked with friendly locals who offer free space on their 
couches or in extra bedrooms on travel site couchsurfing.org. 

“Financially, I really don’t think I could have pulled it off” 
otherwise, she said. Jokich, a field marketer, spent about $4,000 
for an all-out trip of about six weeks long. She paid for anoth- 
er European jaunt last year by putting up her Chicago pad on 
airbandb.com, a Web site that offers discounted lodging in peo- 
ple’s homes across the world. “I was pretty much searching for 
creative opportunities to make money to make this trip happen.” 

It’s all part of a trend that’s not new, but is seemingly on the 
rise, according to experts: alternative lodging. People couch-surf, 
house-swap, camp out or volunteer to make dream vacations hap- 
pen.

substitutes for hotels can help make that happen. 

“People are getting more comfortable with the 
idea of staying in a kind of alternative lodging 
when they travel,” said Kate Appleton, senior 
editor for Budget Travel online. She said things 
like house-swapping and couch-surfing often 
open the door to exotic travel people couldn’t 
otherwise afford. “Abu could trade your apart- 
ment in Chicago for a bungalow in Costa Rica.” 

Low prices aren’t the only benefit to alternative 
lodging, fans say 

“I’m really in it for the cultural exchange,” said Logan 
Square resident and couch-surfing aficionado Justin Velander 
Holt, 29. The marquee couch- surfing site, couchsurfing.org, 
launched in 2004. Holt said in unfamiliar cities, couch-surfing 
hosts will “take you around. They’re going to introduce you to 
their friends. Abu actually make friends.” 

Holt has hosted 175 people since his first couch- surfing trip 
to West Africa in 2008, and since then, he’s couch-surfed in 15 
homes in 7 countries. One of the friends he made couch-surfing 
was a pen-pal who became a traveling companion for a spur-of- 
the-moment Costa Rican jaunt. 

“I’ve actually made some really amazing, wonderful friends,” 
he said. 

So with spring travel on the brain, RedEye threw together 
three trips that feature creative lodging or cost-cutting wizardry.

Get there: It’ll take you 24 hours of driving, 
roughly, so if you get about 30 mpg, you’re look- 
ing at $200 worth of gas (at $4 a gallon) and a 
veeeeeery long drive.

Chicagoans who have to add airfare to their port. Look for 
more unusual departure destinations (such as Galveston, 
Texas, or New Orleans). Kevin Grubb, certified cruise travel 
specialist at Cruise Holidays of Chicago, says people also 
can book a cruise months in advance, then pay in install- 
ments, to make budgeting easier. 

Get there: We recently found flights to Houston during 
one cruise’s time frame for about $300.

Flipkey.com, which is run 
by Trip Advisor, offers options in different price ranges. We found a one-bedroom Waikiki 
condo for about $500 a week, but you can get larger vacation rentals for big groups. 

Do: A beach trip is inevitable (Waimea Bay for the surfers in your group), but you can 
also get some culture and exercise. About five minutes from Waikiki, Diamond Head 
State Monument is a hiking hot spot. It’s $1 to enter on foot or $5 in a car.

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QUAKE ROCKS JAPAN

TOKYO A devastating tsunami triggered by 
the biggest earthquake on record in Japan 
slammed the northeastern coast of Japan on 
Friday sweeping away everything in its path 
and setting off warnings across the Pacific to 
California. 

At least 1,000 are reported dead, most of 
whom appeared to have drowned, with many 
more missing. The extent of the destruction 
along a lengthy stretch of coastline suggested 
the death toll could rise significantly 

Thousands of residents were evacuated 
from an area around a nuclear plant after ra- 
diation levels rose in the reactor. 

Underscoring grave concerns about the Fu- 
kushima plant 150 miles north of Tokyo, U.S. 
Secretary of State Hillary Clinton said the U.S. 
air force had delivered coolant to avert a rise in 
the temperature of the facility’s nuclear rods. 

The unfolding disaster in the wake of the 
8.9 -magnitude earthquake that struck about 
80 miles off the Pacific coast and the 33-feet 
high tsunami it triggered prompted offers of 
help from dozens of countries. 

“We ask the people of Japan to be cautious 
and vigilant. We are asking the people of Ja-

pan to act calmly,” Kan said in a somber ad- 
dress to the nation. 

Several hours after the main quake, at about 
4 a.m. Japan time, a 6.2 magnitude quake or 
aftershock was reported in Nagano, site of the 
1998 Winter Olympics. A new tsunami warn- 
ing wasn’t issued and there were no reports 
of additional damage or injuries. Officials say 
many aftershocks and foreshocks had already 
occurred and several more were anticipated 
for days or weeks to come. 

Aerial footage from Japanese TV showed 
images that looked to be straight out of hor- 
ror movies. A churning wave of sludge carry- 
ing cars, boats and trees was plowing across 
the low-lying farmland near the coastal city of 
Sendai, a city of 1 million people on the north- 
east coast that was one of the hardest hit. 


The official Kyodo news agency reported 
200 to 300 bodies were found on the beach 
in Sendai. Another no people had been con- 
firmed dead as of midnight Japan time, and 
the toll was sure to rise significantly as the full 
extent of the damage was assessed. 

Japan was crippled by the floods, power 
failures, fires, shuttered airports and para- 
lyzed transit systems despite years of prepa- 
ration for just such a massive earthquake. In 
magnitude, the quake was the largest ever in 
Japan and the fifth-strongest on record, ac- 
cording to the U.S. Geological Survey 

Every year on Sept. 1, the anniversary of 
the Tokyo earthquake of 1923 that killed more 
than 140,000 people, much of the popula- 
tion participates in quake drills. Construction 
standards are also exacting. But there is less 
that Japan can do to gird itself against tsunami 
waves. Despite an elaborate warning system, 
the waves Friday traveled too fast for resi- 
dents to escape from low-lying coastal areas. 

“What happens if a bigger one hits Tokyo?” 
asked 26 -year-old Tokyo resident Megumi 
Ishii, punctuating the country’s concern of a 
quake disaster. “It was really scary and unset- 
tling.” REUTERS, LOS ANGELES TIMES CONTRIBUTED

“I feel like an alligator, coming up the escalator,” Stipe fizzily de- 
clares in the dizzying ‘Alligator Aviator Autopilot Antimatter,” which 
features Peaches sounding like a long lost B-52. “That Someone Is You” 
enthusiastically rhymes “Sharon Stone Casino,” “Scarface A 1 Pacino” anc 
“ ’74 Torino” in the kind of Buck-driven guitar rave-up that used to be com- 
monplace in the “Reckoning” days. 

“Mine Smell Like Honey” sounds like it came from that era, too, especially 
as Mills’ backing vocals beautifully bounce off Stipe’s growl and Buck gets a 
bit jangly “It Happened Today” brings back the lush loveliness (and mandolin) 
of “Out of Time,” while Eddie Vedder adds some poignant harmonies. 

For “Collapse Into Now,” R.E.M. let go of the idea that each album has to have 
a singular sound and simply let the songs dictate their approach. The result is more 
organic and a whole lot of fun. Who says legends can’t enjoy themselves too?

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Breakfast in Italy 


By Lisa Arnett 

When the polished JW Marriott 
opened in the Loop in November, we 
couldn’t wait to dig into The Floren- 
tine, the sprawling Italian restaurant 
on the hotel’s second floor. From the 
antipasti to the pastas to the rich des- 
serts, chef Todd Stein’s dinner was all 
love. How would the menu fare at an 
earlier hour? We made a few morning 
trips to find out. 

Highs and lows: While the lump crab 
frittata ($15) wowed with fresh herbs 
and a generous dose of crab, I wasn’t 
sold on the amatriciana al forno, a 
sunny-side up egg in spicy red sauce 
($12). The pancetta-laced tomato sauce 
made a savory dip for my two slices of 
grilled bread, but the fact that it was 
watery in parts proved unappealing 
(and a bit of raw egg white lingering on 
top didn’t help). 

Sweet stuff: Almond brioche French 
toast ($12), with orange-flower maple 


syrup and cinnamon caramelized ba- 
nanas on top, was properly creamy and 
custardy in the middle. But am I being 
too greedy to think that four little discs 
of banana make for a skimpy topping? 

Nice touches: This is theJW, so expect 
plenty of indulgent details. We loved 
the miniature jars of Bonne Maman 
fruit preserves and elegant teapots 
stocked with herbal tea. But while the 
wooden pedestals that some dishes 
are served on look cute, they’re kind 
of a mess to eat off of, with no edge to 
keep your salad greens from tumbling 
off onto the placemat. Just like Mom 
always said about stilettos: They may 
look good, but honey they’re just not 
practical. 

Buzz factor: Moderate. Our cup of Illy 
coffee stood empty longer than we 
expected. 

Is it lunchtime yet: The brunch menu 
is made up mostly of dishes from the 



everyday breakfast menu, with some 
dinner items added in. There’s Stein’s 
famous bucatini carbonara crowned 
with a duck egg yolk ($14), the BLT 
burger with smoked bacon and Cal- 
abrian pepper aioli ($16), and a handful 
of thin-crust pizzas ($11- $16). 

Crowd surfing: The super-sized space 
coupled with the sleepiness of the 
Financial District results in a tame 
weekend scene. During weekday 
breakfast, the place has a soundtrack of 


suits chattering about securities, sales 
and crisis management. 

Bottom line: We didn’t love The Flo- 
rentine’s brunch as much as dinner, but 
it could be just the right thing for some 
occasions, like a weekday business 
meeting or when your parents are in 
from the suburbs for a Sunday theater 
matinee or shopping on State Street.

action, reflects a romantic/shallow 
view of happiness and clarity (just have 
it!) muddled by a refusal to really chip 
away at situations that neither click 
separately or as a unit.
